Han Accused of Stealing One Con- 
taining $500,000 Wortli of Ne- 
gotiable Paper Airested. 



CHECKS WERE TAMPERED WITH. 



?risoi)or is Chargfed TVlth Several Oth- 
er Crimes Inciadlng Swindling, For* 
ffery and Poft Ofleo Bobberj. 



Complalnta Were Made That the 
Namea of Payeea en Checka Had 
Been Eraeed and Hie Own 
Name Ineerted. 

New Yorb, Oct. 3.~Word was re- 
ceived Friday night that F. H. Crosby, 
aliaa A. B. Bell, allaa Hammond, alias 
Crawford, had been arrested in Den- 
ver, accused of stealing a mail pouch 
containing $.")00,000 worth of negotia^ 
ble bank paper at Philadelphia on the 
night of September 8. He Is charged 
With lereral other Crimea, Including 
swindling and forgery. It ia idleged 
that Crosby returned to this country 
from Crowe, Eng., last summer and 
went to Anbury Park, where he repre- 
sented himself to be a fruit speculator. 
His wife mingled in good aociety and 
introduced her huaband to prominent 
business men and at the bank there, 
where he made deposits, declaring to 
the ofUciala that he intended to con- 
tinue his acooiHit for tbo eoauner 
months. , 

On September 10, it la aald, he de- 
posited a number of checks payable 
to his order, drawn on different Phila- 
delphia firms. Two days later he clos- 
ed the accounts, withdrawing the 
amounts due him. He and hie Wife 
then left Asbury Park. 

About thia time. It is said, W. W. 
Dickson, chief post offlce inspector of 
Phlhidelphia, discovered the theft of a 
mail pouch containing bank remit- 
tances from Philadelphia to Pittsburg, 
the entire amomts being •atlmated at 
1500.000. 

It la alleged that during the laat ten 
days complalnta were received at As- 
bury Park banks that checks accepted 

by them had been tampered with; that 
the names of the payees had been 
erased and Crosby's name inserted, 
and that small amounta had been rais- 
ed to larger onea. 

It was recalled that a mall pouch 
had been stolen at Springfield Junc- 
tion, 111., last April and that A. B. 
Hammond bad opened a cash account 
at the IJncoln Trust Co., St. Ix>ui8, de- 
positing a number of altered checka 
from the atolen mail pouch. It was 
suspected that the mall pouch rob- 
bery was committed by A. E. Bell, 
alias Crawford, who.se photograph was 
identified by the officials of the St. 
Louis bank. 

Inveatigation at Asbury Park devel- 
oped that Crosby was none other than 
A. E. Hammond, alias Bell, alias Craw- 
ford. Post Office Inspector Jacobs 
traced him to Denver, where he waa 
arrested Friday night. 

Crosby la auapeeted of committing 
numerous post offlce robI>erlea in New 
York, Buffalo and other cities.

Five EnffSflrements Are Reported to

Five Thousand Turka Were Attacked 
By Revolutionary Bands — Though 
Mnny Turks Were Killed, tlie 
Ineurgents Were Routed. 



Sofia, Oct 3. — Five engagements ars 
reported to have taken place in the vi. 
dnlt^ of Kenatovo, where 6,000 Turka 
were attacked by revolutionary banda, 
and, though many Turks were killed, 
the insurgents were routed. One Of 
the leaders of the latter, Lieut Tont- 
cheff, committed suicide in order to 
avoid capture. 

Advlcea from the insurgent head« 
quartera assert that 6,000 Turka were 
routed by 2,000 Insurgents In the Plrln 
mountains after four days fighting. 
The Turkish losses in this affair are 
said to have been the heaviest during 
the whole outbreak. They Included 
three colonela and many offlcera of 
lower rank. 

Three batteries of siepe artillery left 
Sofia early Friday morning for Has- 
kovo, near the frontier of Adrianople 
vilayet 

London, Oct 8. — ^With the exception 

of the revoltitionary report of the mas- 
sacre at Mehomla, which Is identical 
with the town of Razlog, there ia little 
news from the Balkans. 

The semi-official Journal de St. Pe- 
tersburg, commenting on the visit of 
the czar to Ehnperor Franda Joseph, 
declarea that the firm language em- 
ployed by the representatives of the 
Russian aiul Austrian government at 
Constantinople and Sofia has averted 
war for the present. 

A dispatch from Constantinople saya 
the Anatolian troops recently called 
out are merely Intended to replace the 
unruly troops who are responsible for 
the excesses. s() the actual effective- 
ness of the army in Roumelia will not 
thereby be increased.
